The Late King of Italy. 

Victor Emmanuel King of Italy died at the 
royal palace in Rome, on Wednesday of last 
week, of congestion of the lungs. The at- 
tack was very violent and grave fears as to 
the result were entertained by his physicians 
from the first. The king was a devoted 
Catholic, although the chief actor in divest- 
ing the pope of temporal power. As death 
drew near, he confessed to the priest sent 
to him by the pope, after which he took an 
affectionate leave of his family, and in a 
few moments breathed his last. The news 
quickly spread through the city, and creat- 
ed great emotional excitement among the 
people by whom he was greatly beloved. 
The shops were closed and business of every 
kind suspended. 

Victor Emmanuel II. of Sardinia and the 
first King of Italy, was born at Turin on the 
14th of March, 1820. He was the oldest son 
of Charles Albert, King of Sardinia, and 
his mother was the daughter of the Grand 
Duke of Tuscany. The House of Savoy to 
which he belonged was founded by Umberto 
Blancamano, (Humbert of the Red Hand) 
in 1027, and is the oldest reigning family in 
Europe. Umberto at first had the title of 
Count, and his government embraced only 
two counties, viz., Maurienne and Savoy. 
Afterwards the reigning princes of this 
house were called Dukes and in 1713 when 
much more territory had been added, the 
treaty of Utrecht recognized them as kings. 
Various changes from time to time took 
place previous to the accession to the throne, 
of Victor Emmanuel in 1849, who found his 
position beset with many difficulties. 

His father had abdicated in consequence 
of a disastrous defeat in the battle of No- 
vara. The kingdom was not only menaced 
by Austrian armies, but was shaken to its 
very foundation by internal factions. But 
the sympathies of the young king were with 
the liberal party and he appointed a liberal 
ministry. Count Cavour his prime minister 
was one of the greatest statesmen and dip- 
lomatists in Europe and he held the position 
of chief adviser up to the time of his death 
which occurred in 1861. His grand aim was 
to expel the Austrians and unite the several 
States of Italy under one government, and 
this he lived to see substantially accom- 
plished. 

Peace with Austria having been secured, 
Cavour’s next step was to check the excessive 
domination of the papacy in the political 
affairs of the Kingdom, whereupon the Pope 
being influenced by the Jesuits, excommu- 
nicated the King ; but the day had come 
when a papal ball was of little account and 
the work went steadily forward. Cavour 
also prepared the people of Italy for a po- 
litical union of the Italian Statee. The war 
of 1859 brought about by Cavour resulted 
in driving the Austrians out of every part 
of Italy except Venice. Then under the 
masterly lead of Cavour the Italian States 
began to unite, Modena, Parma and Tus- 
cany joining themselves to Sardinia. The 
next year through the agency of Garibaldi 
Sicily and Naples united, and March 17, 
1861, Victor Emmanuel was proclaimed 
King of Italy. Venice was added in 1866 
by aid of the Prussians, and in 1870 Italian 
unity was made complete by the annexation 
of Rome and all the remaining papal terri- 
tory, and Rome became the Capital of Italy. 

In effecting all these changes, Victor Enm- 
manuel bore a conspicuous part. He was a 
gallant soldier and his personal valor won 
great admiration in the disastrous battle of 
Novara which caused his father’s abdica- 
tion. In the war of 1859 he greatly distin- 
guished himself at Palestro and Magenta, 
and at Solferino he was pitted against the 
Austrian General Benedek whom he defeat- 
ed. In many respects he resembled Henry 
IV. of France. Like him he was intrepid 
and dashing, and like him he knew how to 
select and trust a good prime minister. 

The Italian people have made such prog- 
ress since consolidation was perfected, that 
the stability of the Kingdom will not be 
moved by the death of the King. Prince 
Humbert, named for the illustrious ances- 
tor who founded his house, is thirty-four 
years of age. Not much has been heard of 
him but this fact is notunfavorable. In the 
war of 1859, being only 15 years of age, 
he was placed in command of troops and 
acquitted himself well. His wife, the prin- 
cess of Savoy is much beloved by the Ital- 
ian people, for her grace, her goodness and 
her superior intelligence, and she, as well 
as the young King, is said to lean strongly 
towards the liberal side. This gives reason- 
able assurance that the policy of the coun- 
try will undergo no material change, and 
that Italy will continue in the path of prog- 
ress.

THE StorM. The storm Thursday night 
was very severe al! along the coast and did 
alarge amount of damage. At Rockland 
the steamer Ulysses broke from her moor- 
ing at Railroad wharf and went ashore on 
the rocks at South Marine Railway wharf, 
where she broke up into fragments and is a 
total wreck. Loss about twenty thousand 
dollars. The new bark Will W. Case also 


and went ashore at the head of the bay, 
splintering her keel, starting planks, break- 
ing timbers and carrying away the main 
topgallant mast, damaging her to the extent 
of several thousand dollars. The breaking 
of the piles to which the hawsers were fast 
was the cause of the disaster in both these 
cases. Gen. Tilson’s sloop, Island Belle, 
broke from her moorings and drifted into 
Commercial wharf, breaking away a hun- 
dred and twenty feet of the wharf and to- 
tally wrecking the sloop. The next wharf 
south, owned by the Cobb Lime Company 
was badly broken up and half a large shed 
blown down. The Crockett wharf next 
south was badly washed to pieces. Atlantic 
wharf was badly damaged, the slips brok- 
en up, & portion of the wharf carried away 
and the sea washed through the freight 
house, doing much damage. The schooner 
Mansfield broke from Brown’s wharf and 
run into Farrand & Spear’s wharf, carrying 
away the cutwater, staving a boat and do- 
ing other damage. The schooners Plane! 
and Olive Avery came ashore together, but 
are [little damaged. The schooner Billow 
broke from Pease’s wharf and drifted across 
the Cove, striking the schooner Jewell and 
breaking her taff-rail. The present course 
of tides is low, otherwise the damage would 
have been immensely greater. A barn was 
unroofed here, many chimneys and signs 
blown down and other minor damages 
done. 

At Thomaston the large barn of Wash- 
ington Robbins was blown down and a val- 
uable horse and two cows killed. Another 
barn was demolished and other damage 
done. 

At Stockton the schooner Carolina Kies- 
cher of Bucksport, Capt. Devereux, from 
Portland for Bucksport, with a cargo of 
corn and meal, dragged ashore in Fort 
Point Cove. She filled with water and 
bilged. The crew were saved. 

At Eastport the storm was the heaviest 
since 1869. The wind blew away the ane- 
mometer, slates off the Custom House, the 
flag staff at the fort, blew down the chim- 
neys of memorial hall and other buildings. 
Two or three small vessels went to pieces 
loaded with frozen herring; all lost. The 
schooner Nightingale loaded with frozen 
herring went ashore in Broad Cove, full of 
water. No preparation was made as the 
gale came unexpectedly, no signal being or- 
dered by the Weather Bureau till too late to 
be of service. 

At Camden the wind blew a hurricane, 
blowing B. Paul’s barn down flat and the 
end of W. Bowers’ barn; four chimneys on 
dwellings, and the Bay View liberty pole. 
Lumber piles were carried two hundred 
feet. The wind came from all quarters. A 
A. Mansfield’s barn was blown down, kill- 
ing a horse, cow and heifer. At West Cam- 
den A. Lampson’s house and barn and John 
Andrews’ barn were unroofed; also the 
barns of G. B. Ingraham, Joseph Kellar. 
Harrison Hemingway, Benj. Starrett, and 
Randall Simmons. The damage to prop- 
erty in town is $10,000. 

Damage to shipping and buildings were 
also reported from Boothbay and other 
points in the vicinity. 

In Portland harbor there was a heavy sea 
and a much heavier one outside. Captain 
Griffin of the tug ‘**Warren” says the two 
currents made a great breaker that swept 
from Cushing’s Island to Portland Head 
Light. The F. O. Skillings and Nellie May 
broke loose from their moorings at Portland 
Pier and ran into Chase & Thomes's store 
at the end of Commercial wharf. The Skill- 
ings tore away two small portions of the 
side of the building, and the Nellie May 
ripped out about forty feet, and destroyed a 
quantity of fish, besides injuring the wharf. 
The Nellie May had her bowsprit broken, 
and head-gear damaged. She also carried 
away a portion of the rail of the C. J. Wil- 
lard. 

The Italian bark Antonio Carmopile split 
her main channels, and started her stern 
frame by running into Galt’s wharf, where 
she was lying, and damaged the wharf bad- 
ly. 

The schooner Venelia at Portland Pier. 
ripped off the capstan of the wharf, and 
stove her starboard bow. 

The steamship Dominion got adrift, but 
was secured before any damage was done. 

The steamer Lake Champlain, of the 
Beaver line, broke loose from one of the 
Grand Trunk wharves, and for a time it 
looked as if great damage would be done 
to the ware-houses and wharf. The great 
iron steam-ship broke clear of all impedi- 
ments and swung down upon the wharf as 
if it would crush it to pieces. By great 
skill and labor she was secured after she 
had carried away a portion of the wharf.
